Cognitive program making a difference 

Music and Memory the first of its kind in Alberta

The Music and Memory Program 
is making a difference in people with 
cognitive difficulties in Didsbury. 

The program came to Didsbury after 
Donna Munro, a staff member at the 
Didsbury Municipal Library and Nicole 
Brander, a local care aide, were trained 
in how to customize music for elderly 
patients who have suffered declines 
due to dementia. They received the 
training in June 2014. 

“I think people are really excited 
(about the results)," Munro said. 

“We're just at the beginning stages 
of seeing the results," added Inez 
Kosinksi, manager of the library. 

Munro first became aware of the 
program after watching a clip of a 
resident at an elder care lodge 
in the United States who had been 
unresponsive for about 10 years due 
to dementia. After being outfitted 


with headphones and recognizing old 
favourite music the man gradually had 
more facial expression and became 
more communicative over time with 
those around him. 

The clip was from a film called Alive 
Inside. It’s available by going to www. 
youtube.com and typing in alive inside 
henry. 

Intrigued, Munro contacted Dan 
Cohen, the founder of the Music and 
Memory program in April 2014 and 
Cohen set up a training session for 
Munro and Brander. 

After hearing about the Didsbury 
initiative, several community 
organizations funded music and 
headphones for the project, which 
then got matching funds from the 
Community Initiative Prognun through 
the provinciiil government. 

Four recreational therapists and 
four care aides in Didsbury have been 
trained to facilitate the program so far, 
which involves working with a person 


who has suffered cognitive decline and 
oufitt ing them with headphones and an 
iPod to enjoy the music. The training 
also involves sharing the research of 
the benefits of personalized music, 
how to reduce the use of medications 
and instead use music and tools to 
measure the success of the program. 

“The facilities are very excited 
and seeing results, but it’s just at the 
beginning stages," Kosinksi said. 

Cognitive tests done in the U.S. on 
people who have received the music 
show that some of their abilities 
returned after listening to the music. 
Research is currently underway at the 
University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee 
on the benefits of music to people 
with disorders such as dementia. The 
Music and Memory program has been 
widely adopted by adult facilities in 18 
states in the U.S., Ontario and Alberta, 
according to correspondence from 
Cohen that Munro shared with the 
Review. Ninety-three Ontario facilities 


have adopted the program, second 
only to the 280 in Wisconsin. 

All the training, which involves 
Cohen teaching the basics of the 
program to care aides through live 
webinars, happens at the Didsbury 
library. Kosinksi said the webinars 
are live so that the trainees can ask 
questions and get a more hands-on 
experience. 

While the program in Didsbury 
started at Bethany Care, it has 
expanded to Unit 1 long-term care and 
Didsbury adult day support. The hope 
is that residents of Aspen Ridge Lodge 
will also be able to take advantage of 
the program later this summer after 
more people are trained in bringing 
music to residents. Staff at the library 
also hope to share equipment they 
have with caregivers in the community 
who are caring for people at home. 

“(The program) has given us hope 
because there is no cure for dementia,” 
Munro said.

Teacher Kylie Miller said the visit by the members 
of the Olds-Didsbury Flying Association was a good 
opportunity to reinforce the lessons of the unit and 
talk about aviation. 

“Some of these kids have never (seen) a small 
.airplane, never mind fly in one, and it’s free, so it’s a 
great opportunity for them to try something new that 
might spark an interest for the future," she said. 

Tayla Sturrock, 18, a member of the Olds-Didsbury 
Flying Association, talked to the students about all 
the opportunities afforded to members of the Royal 
Canadian Air Cadets squadron. She entered the 
program at age 12 and began flying gliders. Last year, 
while still a member of the cadets, she gained her full 
pilot’s licence and is now able to fly small aircraft 
such as the club’s planes. 

The Olds-Didsbury Flying Association is part 
of the Canadian Owners and Pilots Association. 
Edward Shaw, past-president of the ODFA, said the 
association was grateful to come to Westglen and 
talk to the students about the basics of aviation. 

“The Olds-Didsbury Flying Association ... has 
come here to help explain the operations of aircraft 
to fit into their science curriculum and talking 
about aircraft control surfaces ... and hands-on 
(experience) seeing how the surfaces are controlled,"

Council passes lock 
box bylaw

Council members passed a lock box 
bylaw at their May 26 meeting requiring 
certain high-density residential and 
commercial buildings to have a single 
key for entry by the fire department. 

Currently, there are 22 such buildings 
in the Didsbury fire protection area, 
but since there was no bylaw, some 
buildings have a lock box, while others 
do not. Each of the buildings that do 
have a lock box have a unique key. 
As a result, when the fire department 
arrives on scene, a member must find 
the key that fits the box. 

The bylaw improves safety and 
allows firefighters to enter buildings 
without causing damage in cases when 
department members are called out for 


an emergency, said Derek Sutherland, 
the town’s manager of protective 
services, in an interview. 

“For ease of use, we decided that we 
would purchase the lock boxes and 
mandate that those buildings that were 
required to have lock boxes would 
have to purchase our lock boxes,” he 
said. 

The lock boxes the fire department 
has available feature high security, and 
one key opens all the boxes. 

“We only have to have one key, 
instead of ( 22 ) keys on a ring, so it 
makes it quicker for us to get into the 
building. It also improves security," he 
said. 

For those buildings that don’t yet 
have a lock box, the fire department 
can get one installed at cost.
